It 
will also show a block in the con­ 
duction of the heart muscle if that 
exists. It will also show many de­ 
fects In the heart muscle. 
Assessing its value as a diag­ 
nostic agent in heart disease, we 
could get along without it, but it 
often gives confirmatory evidence 
of value.
